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Introduction 


Part of the mandate of the Public Archives of Canada is to appraise, 
acquire and control those documents with historical and/or research 
value, regardless of the medium on which the information is recorded. 
Established in 1973, the Machine Readable Archives Division, one of 
eight divisions in the Archives Branch of the Public Archives, is 
responsible for appraising, acquiring and controlling computer files of 


historical/research value. 


In the rapidly expanding holdings of the Division, there are files 
relating to many facets of Canadian life and habits. Among these are 


recreational and leisure files which are described in this publication. 


Parks Canada is the federal agency whose responsibility is to protect 
outstanding natural areas and significant historic sites across the 
country. Consequently, most of the files relating to recreation and 
leisure collected by the Division are the results of surveys conducted 
by Parks Canada among the users and visitors to its national parks and 


historic sites. 


There is at least one national park in each province or territory. In 
the Yukon Territory, Kluane National Park; in the Northwest Territories, 
Nahanni and Auyuittuq; in British Columbia, Glacier, Kootenay, Mount 
Revelstoke, Pacific Rim and Yoho; in Alberta, Banff, Elk Island, Jasper, 
Waterton Lakes and Wood Buffalo which overlaps the borders of Alberta 
and the Northwest Territories; in Saskatchewan, Prince Albert National 
Park; in Manitoba, Riding Mountain National Park; in Ontario, the parks 
of Georgian Bay Islands, Point Pelee, Pukaskwa, and St. Lawrence 
Islands; in Quebec, Forillon and La Mauricie; in New Brunswick, Fundy 
and Kouchibouguac National Parks; in Nova Scotia, Cape Breton and 
Kejimkujik; and in Newfoundland, Gros Morne and Terra Nova National
